Election/Restrictions 
Applicant's election without traverse of Invention I in the reply filed on 04 may 
2007 is acknowledged. Applicant canceled claims 1-34, 65-74 and 86-91, which would 
have been withdrawn as being drawn to a non-elected invention. The election was 
made without traverse. Upon further consideration, additional groups of inventions have 
been identified in this application. Accordingly, an additional restriction requirement is 
set forth below. 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 35-64, 92 and 93, drawn to an implant, classified in class 623 
subclass 20.14. 

II. Claims 75-80, drawn to a surgical rasp, classified in class 606, subclass 
85. 

III. Claim 81 , drawn to a cutting guide, classified in class 606, subclass 88. 

IV. Claims 82-85, drawn to a drill guide, classified in class 606, subclass, 96. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Each of the inventions are interrelated as subcombinations disclosed as usable 
together in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct if they do not 
overlap in scope and are not obvious variants, and if it is shown that at least one 
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subcombination is separately usable. In the instant case, subcombination I has 
separate utility such as, e.g., an implant for a revision surgery wherein resection has 
already taken place and wherein any necessary holes are drilled freehand. See MPEP 
§ 806.05(d). 

The examiner has required restriction between subcombinations usable together. 
Where applicant elects a subcombination and claims thereto are subsequently found 
allowable, any claim(s) depending from or othenvise requiring all the limitations of the 
allowable subcombination will be examined for patentability in accordance with 37 CFR
